Catch the Spirit of a Century Plus! 


atch the spirit of the hardy Ger- 

man immigrants as they trav- 

eled up the Ohio River in the 
early 19th century. Catch the spirit of 
the George brothers as they forged a 
path through the wilderness of the 
White Water River Valley in 1817. 
Catch the spirit of the Hinnekamp 
family, some of the first settlers of a 
town called New Oldenburg, after a 
Duchy in Germany. 

Founded in 1837, the same year 
that Chicago received its city charter, 
Oldenburg was originally platted on 
200 acres. By 1838, there were 130 


families in Oldenburg. It was Father 
Franz Josef Rudolph who christened 
Oldenburg the “Village of Spires,”’ 
and who was responsible for the 
building of the Holy Family Church, 
consecrated in 1850. 

Catch the spirit of the Academy, as 
enduring as the town of Oldenburg 
itself. Founded in 1852 by Mother The- 
resa Hackelmeier and her Sisters as a 
school for local children and orphans, 
the Academy soon blossomed into a 
school for girls of all ages and back- 
grounds. The spirit of Oldenburg soon 
incorporated itself into the Academy. 


The openness, friendliness, and 
peacefulness of a small German- 
American community became an es- 
sential part of ICA. The German fond- 
ness and aptitude for music also 
manifested itself in the Academy. 

The ICA Music Department is very 
strong today. Most students are a part 
of it, and parents, faculty, and towns- 
people all catch its spirit at the annual 
Spring and Christmas concerts. 

The learning of language is still 
very important in this school founded 
for the children of immigrants. Al- 
though German is not required for ev-

eryone anymore, many students 
choose to take it. For those who don’t 
French and Spanish are also offered. 


Each year, students get into the true 
spirit of language learning by taking 
the qualifying tests for the Indiana 
University Honors Program for Foreign 
Languages. Those who qualify get to 
live in a foreign country. 

Since its very beginning, the Acad- 
emy has had close ties with the Sisters 
of Saint Francis. There are the obvious 
ones, such as the fact that the Sisters 
founded ICA, and that the school cam- 
pus is on convent land. There are 
many others, however. The Sisters 
teach at the Academy, and many 
who never attended ICA or taught 
there are enthusiastic supporters of 
Academy projects, such as the Choco- 
late Drive and concerts. The Congre- 
gation continues to help the school 
financially. The students, in turn, 
work at the Convent and are in- 
volved with Care and Share, a pro- 


gram of exchange between retired 
Sisters and ICA students. The original 
spirit of closeness and helpfulness still 
exists today between the Sisters and 
students. 

The Sisters’ goal of a diverse stu- 
dent body has continued for 135 
years. ICA boasts of students from all 
over southeastern Indiana, as well as 
students from the Cincinnati and 
Northern Kentucky areas. The student 
body gives ICA an atmosphere and 
spirit of uniqueness. So catch the spirit 
of ICA and Oldenburg on the follow- 
ing pages. Catch The spirit of 150 
years of tradition!

ICA ART: 


Art has been a tradition here at ICA 
for almost a century. Sister Mary Leo 
founded the Art Department and con- 
tributed much of her life to it till she 
passed away in 1928. 

In 1901 the Art Department was 
thriving. It had an Elementary Course, 
a Preparatory Course and an Ad- 
vanced Course. These courses con- 
tained basic shading and drawing 
techniques along with advanced 
painting, drawing, and pen and ink. 
The Art Department also had Ceramic 
Art, Pyrography and wood carving 
classes. 

The year of 1932 had a few more 
classes added to enhance students’ 
artistic abilities. Thursdays and Satur-

days were reserved for china paint- 
ing. Luster work in china and glass 
was definitely the fad of the day. 

The Art Department was located 
on the fourth floor. It consisted of St. 
Luke’s Studio, which contained a fire 
kiln, St. Joseph's Studio for wood carv- 
ing and next to St. Joseph's was the 
Studio of Pyrography. 

Today the Art Department is still 
“alive and kicking’’-stronger than 
ever. There are five art classes avail- 
able to interested students during 
their four years at ICA. These courses 
instruct in painting in oils, water colors 
and pastel, also in drawing, pen and 
ink, color techniques and caligraphy. 
There is an annual art show in which

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English IV Offers Change of Pace 


Sr. Francis Assisi’s senior English stu- 
dents enjoyed a change from the ev- 
ery day study of literature this year. 
For two days a week throughout the 
first semester, Sr. Mary Joyce, one of 
ICA's music teachers, taught the sen- 
iors about music from the early Re- 
naissance to the Romantic music of 
the nineteenth century. During the 
second semester Sister focused on 
modern music. 

Sister's purpose in teaching was to 
enrich the students’ appreciation of 
music and to show the parallels be- 


tween music and literature. The sen- 
iors studied the lives of Bach, Handel, 
Beethoven and Mozart and listened 
to the compositions that made them 
famous.

First Semester, Mrs. Siefert was 
teaching all three courses. Expecting 
her first child around Christmas break, 
Mrs. Siefert made the deicision to 
leave after the Christmas holidays. 
Mrs. Boing, from East Central, was 
found to take over Mrs. Siefert’s 
classes at the beginning of the third 
quarter. There was one problem, 
though, a two week interval be- 
tween the Christmas holidays and the 
beginning of the third quarter.

Siefert’s style, algebra students had 
to readjust to either Sr. Jean Marie or 
Sr. Christa’s style for two weeks and 
then readjust again to Mrs. Boing’s. 

Many students said Mrs. Siefert had 
an easy style to follow.

How does the electoral college 
work?” are some of the questions an- 
swered in Government class. Govern- 
ment is a one semester course in 
which students gain the necessary 
knowledge to become responsible 
voters. They learn to examine all 
sides of an issue, to find out what a 
political candidate stands for on all 
issues, not just a selected few. Current 
events also play a large role in the 
study of Government. The beginning 
of each Government class period is 


spent discussing the day’s events. 
Throughout the Iran-Contra Arms Af- 
fair, students got to observe govern- 
ment functions in action, such as 
checks and balances, Senate Com- 
mitte subpoina power, and the role of 
the press in government. 

Students reviewed a biography or 
autobiography of a political figure 
since President Eisenhower's time to 
get more of a feel for current politics. 
Since government is constantly func- 
tioning, students’ study of the Consti- 
tution and the branches of govern- 
ment is vital in today’s world.

"Women In Sci- 
ence” gives girls a chance to choose a 
field, to speak to those who are doc- 


tors, biochemists, medical students, 
respiratory therapists, etc., and to find 
out more about careers that are open 
to women in the science, but no less a 
learning experience in human be- 
havior.

The Indiana Junior Academy of Sci- 
ence, a one day program at Indiana- 
polis Universtiy, gave senior Steph- 
anie Konieczny and junior Amy 
Canada a chance to learn what other 
high school students were thinking. 
There was a general test given to see 
how well the students were at figur- 
ing out word problems and later the 
high scorers were announced. Some 
high school students work all year on 
a science project which they enter a 
month or two in advance of the pro- 


gram and then that day give an oral 
presentation to the judges and later 
to the general assembly. This shows 
everyone the inventive talent of 
these young scientists. Later there is 
time for discussions in smaller groups 
about new things in science. This ex- 
fra program gave both Stephanie 
and Amy more insight into the world 
of science than a classroom could. 
February 27, 1987 was another 
day in which students at the Acade- 
my were given the chance to expand 
their scientific initiative. Once again it 
took place at Mount Saint Joseph Col- 
lege. This was a one day seminar 
dealing with the new opportunities 
open to women. This particular semi- 
nar was helpful also in that it in- 
formed the students what classes are 


taken in preparation for a particular 
career, and if the field is competitive. 

All these programs give ICA stu- 
dents another way to look at the field 
of science. It opens the students to the 
world beyond the school building, to 
the world of opportunity and adven-

In May of 1986, ICA hired Mr. Rob- 
ert Kellison as Executive Director of 
Development, responsible for formu- 
lating and inplementing marketing 
programs for recruitment in the Tri- 
State area and for developing the 
fund raising programs for the Acade- 
my.

The funds from these drives 
are presently needed to balance the 
budget by 1990 and reduce the grow- 
ing cash subsidy which the Sisters of 
St. Francis assume each year in order 
to keep the school in operation.

Contributions for this 
drive average about $50 per person 
with an overall goal of $50,000 for 
the 1987 year.

The role of parents at ICA is far larg- 
er than paying their daughters’ tu- 
ition.
